If taking more vitamin and mineral sup- 
plements is part of your plan for a health- 
ier new year, anew study may prompt you 
to reconsider. 

Researchers who scoured the medical 
literature for evidence that calcium and 
vitamin D pills could help prevent bone 
fractures came up empty. 

Their analysis focused on adults older 
than age 50 who lived on their own (that 
is, not in a nursing home or other type of 
residential care facility). Fractures are a 
serious health concern for this population

Court refuses to release other 
teams, owners from case over 
Rams’ departure from region

St. Louis plaintiffs suing the Rams and 
National Football League over the team’s 
relocation to Los Angeles scored a victory 
in court Wednesday after a judge largely 
denied pretrial motions by the league and 
its member clubs. 

St. Louis Circuit Court Judge Christo- 
pher McGraugh also denied motions to 
dismiss some 85 defendants, including 
all member teams and members of their 
ownership groups, for lack of jurisdiction. 
McGraugh also denied the Rams’ efforts 
to send the case to arbitration under the

Title IX report 
on alleged 
assault by 4 SLU 
players complete 


No details released on the 
outcome of investigation

ST. LOUIS o° An attorney for several St. 
Louis University basketball players who 
were accused of sexually assaulting three 
women in September says he has reviewed 
the final report from the school’s investi- 
gation. 

Attorney Scott Rosenblum received the 
report involving his clients after it was 
generated through SLU’s Title IX process. 

Meanwhile, the university has stayed 
mum on the issue, pointing to federal stu- 
dent privacy laws. President Fred Pestello 
has given two updates, one in the days af- 
ter the women’s accusations and another 
on Dec. 4. 

Rosenblum represents three of the four 
men who were accused of sexually as- 
saulting the women in an on-campus 
apartment Sept. 24. Another attorney, 
John Rogers, is representing the fourth 
man. No other details of the alleged
